CBMWD disposal project 
utilizes sloping device 


Progress on Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District’s 
$16 million Industrial Waste 
Disposal system is slightly 
behind schedule, but ac- 
cording to Richard Hall, C B- 
MWD manager, ‘“‘progress- 
ing rapidly now,’’ 

The project, when com- 
pleted, will carry industrial 
waste materials from the 
Chino Basin area through a 
series of various sized pipes 
into part of Los Angeles 
County to a fall-out point 
at the ocean. 

Presently three crews are 
laying pipe at various loca- 
tions on the seven stage 
sewer route. 

One crew is working on 
Philadelphia Ave,in Ontario. 
Another on Grand Ave, in 
Pomona and a third on ‘G’ 
Street in Ontario. 


The ‘G’ Street crew is 
presently utilizing an ex- 
perimental latter trench- 


ing device which is the only 
one of its kind in the world, 
While the latter trencher is 
not new, hydraulic operated 
automatic sloping device at- 
tached to the unit cuts into 
the earth and slopes the 
banks of deep trenches to a 
degreed angle which makes 
it safe for men to work in 
the trench without the ha- 
zard of a cave-in. Previous 
methods of avoiding dangers 
to the men consisted of cost. 
ly and time-consuming shor- 
ing of the trench walls.

The experimental equip- 
ment was designed for the 
Drainline, inc., project con. 
tractors, by a specialty com. 
pany. 

The entire project is sche- 
duled for completion on July 
25. Drainline contractors 
Said that they are slightly

the house. Such a device 
would be placed outside the 
house above the ground sur. 
face," he continued, 


“A relief valve of thia type 
has recently been acquired 
by the City and is available 
for inspection at the Upland 
Building Department, loca. 
ted in the City Hall Annex, 
404 W. Second Ave, 


“One cause of sewer back~ 
up can be avoided with the 
cooperation of local rest. 
dents. Grease or cooking fats 
when poured down the kitchen 
drain or garbage disposal 
can, over a very short period 
of Ume, combine with de. 
tergents and other substan. 
ces to coat the sewer lines, 
thereby impeding the 
fiow of sewer Naslewtior, 
if residents refrain trom 
disposing of their grease in 
this manner, one potential 
cause of sewer backup can 
be eliminated,”” Alder said,

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Chino Basin to sue MWD 


The Chino Basin Municipal! 
Water District board of di- 
rectors last week authorized 
the filing of a lawsuit against 
the Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict. 

The move stemmed from 
an action last October 10 
when & block cf MWD direc- 
tors voted to sea! off the 
West End from sharing in 
the State Feather River wa- 
ter project scheduled for de- 
livery to the area in 1972. 

The MWD vote specifically 
deferred construction of the 
Rialto Reach section of M- 
WD's Foothi!l Feeder pipe- 
line system, designed to ds- 
tribute water from the state, 
project to member agencies 
of MWD. 

Under the MWD decision. 
construction for the ‘oca' 
project wou'd be deferred 
for some 20 years. CBMWD 
board members argue that 


residents under the water 
district’s jurisdiction could 
not receive water through 
the Feather River project 
for this length of ime, 

Richard Hall, manager of 
the CBMWD, in speak ng of 
the boards decision to file 
the suit said, “When te 
bond issue for the project 
was presented in June of 
1966, at no time was this 
MWD deferment suggested 
or hinted about.” 

**To the residents of Chino 
Basin District,’’ Hall said, 
“this means that they will 
receive no benefits from the 
Feather River project uni 
1987, however, through the 
taxes they have and will be 
paying, they will have con- 
tributed anywey.’’ 

Some of the benefits which 
they will be missing, include, 
Hall said, ‘‘the ability to uti- 
lize large quantities of high 


Quality state project water, 
and therefore. for its sup- 
plemental needs, CBMWD 
residents wi!’ have to rely 
on lower quality Colorado 
water.” If, he said “we 
continue to use the qtan- 
tities of Colorado River wa- 
ter at the present rate. the 
need for water wi!’ exceed 
the ability of focal ground 
water Supplies to delete per- 
culating Colorado River wa~- 
ter.’* 

‘Under MWD’s current 
pricing policies,’’ Hal! said, 
*Chino Basin District resi- 
dents will be paying the same 
price for lower quality wa- 
ter as those who are fortun- 
ate enough to have the higher 
quality water.’’ 

Hail described Chino Ba- 
sin board members as 
**shocked at the MWD ac- 
tion, and for the most part, 
feit that the action of the 


Suit has to be pressed to 
bring about equity between 
MWD and various member 
agencies."’ 


In the criginal proposal 
and set.up of the MWD pro- 
ject, the Rialto Reach, an 
integrai section of the dic. 
tribution system, would have 
connected with the systemin 
La Verne and traversed the 
West End to a junction near 
Rialto with the East Branch 
Aqueduct of the state water 
project, 

While the deferral of the 
Rialto Reach was set until 
1968, many of the water au. 
thorities and officials have 
Stated the rea! effect of the 
MWD move was to effectively 
kill any construction of the 
Rialto Reach. Without the 
Rialto Reach, the West End 
can never share in the state 
water project. 


Foresters burn off foothill brush 


The local fire departments 
have had a busy week, with 
innumerable calls from ap- 
prehensive area residents 
questioning the fires at the 
base of the foothills. 

The local departments 
have issued a request that 
citizens be informed that the 
fires are under the control of 
the California Division of 
Forestry and are part of a 
“*fuel break’? project. 

The state of California Fo- 
rest Fire Station in Etiwan- 
da Monday took up their 4th 
annual winter project of 
burning off brush along a 
three mile area of foothi!l 
country extending fsom north 
of Archibald Avenue to the 
east. 

The brush, which repre- 
sents a potential fire hazard

in that area, is gathered 
throughout the year along 
the three mile strip of fire- 
break and road that is some 
300 feet wide. 

The road was construc. 
ted some four years ago with 
the two-fold purpose of cre- 
ating a firebreak to stop any 
grass fires that may spread 
toward the mountainous area 
fanned by southern oriented 
winds, and to serve as a 
channel road for emergency 
fire equipment if a fire does 
reach the foothills, 

Jerry Alexander, forest 
fire truck driver for the 
Etiwanda Division of Fores- 
ters, said that the control 
fire is set each year by the 
foresters during the winter 
months when it is most ea- 
sily contained to the area 
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that the foresters desire to 
burn off. 
_ Alexander said that fores- 
try units are standing by and 
will be in the fire zone for 24 
hours a day until the job is 
completed, He estimates that 
the clearing of the firebreak 
will be completed within 
three or four days. 
Alexander said that the 
gathering and clearing of 
the brush to be burned off is 


Most of the property on 
either side of the fire road 
is private. Alexander said, 
and local citizens have co- 
operated well with the forest 
department in allowing them 
to clear and burn the brush 
that accumulates in those 
areas.

CUHS District facilities 
need to be expanded soon 


Enrollment increases at 
Schools the next few years 
are creating a need for Chaf. 
fey Union High School Dis- 
trict to take a hard look at 
financing and planning an- 
other high schoo! in the foot- 
hills area. 

That was a salient point 
in a report to the Board of 
Trustees of the CUHSD by 
Supt. Allan G. Smith on fa- 
cility needs of the five high 
school district, 

In the report he stated 
that U HS had already exceed- 
ed its 2,250 capacity, and 
although Alta Loma High 
School had not yet reached 
capacity, the ALHS at 
tendance area will be the 
most rapidly growing area 
in the school district dur. 
ing the next few years. 

This is his report on 
ALHS: 

Although Alta Loma High 
School has not yet reached 
its capacity, every indication 
exists that the Alta Loma at. 
tendance area wil’ be the 
most rapidly growing areain 
the school districtin the next 
few years. This factor, coup- 
led with the already existing 
need for additional special. 
ized classrooms on the Alta 
Loma campus, requires an 
immediate study of the reso- 
lution of this problem.’’ 

Here is what he told the 
Board that the situation is 
in the UHS area: 

**The enrollment increase 
in the Upland attendance area 
from 1966-67 to 1967-68 was 
11.14% and, together with the 
Alta Loma attendance area, 
appears to be for the naxt 
few years the area of great- 
est growth within our dis- 
trict. As of the fifth day of 
School in this current school 
year, the Upland HighSchool 
attendance exceeded its 2250 


capacity and all predictions 
indicate that it will continue 
to grow each year. 

“To accommodate the 
over capacity enro!]ment at 
Upland, it is the intention 
to place this school on a 
seven-period day beginning 
in the fall of 1968, The ques. 
tion needs to be answered 
regarding the funding and 
planning necessary to de- 
velop an additional school! 
in the foothill area to ac- 
commodate enrollment in- 
creases.’’ 

Montclair High was re- 
lieved of overcrowding by an 
addition and opening of On- 
tario High School last fall. 

Ontario High School will 
be completed by addition of 
a 25- classroom building, 
which is included in origina! 
plans, but not built with the 
school. 

Another need is for separ- 
ate warehouse facilities for 
the District office would help 
central office needs, Smith 
reported to the Board, 

Warehousing is takencare 
of on the Chaffey High Cam- 
pus, along with Central of- 
fice, data processing, litho- 
graphy and maintenance and 
transportation.

IRS gives advice 
on getting forms 


California may 
not find all the tax forms 
and schedules they need to 
file their 1967 Federal in- 
come tax return in the pack- 
age they received in the mal! 
from the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

According to F.S. Schmidt, 
District Director of Interna! 
Revenue for Southera Calif- 
ornia, it is not possible for 
the TRS to know in advance 
which taxpayers wil! need 
Schedule B to report income 
from pensions or annuities 
or who will need Schedule 
D t report gain or loss 


from the sale of property. 

Schmidt said now is the 
best time for taxpsyers to 
make sure they have al! the 
records, and tax forms they 
may need, 

The last minute filing of 
income tax returns can re 
suit in taxpayers making er- 
rers or overlooking an im- 
portant tax saving deduction. 
Avoiding the last minute rush 
is especially important for 
taxpayers who plan to item- 
ize deductions, he said. 

Schmidt said that tax. 
payers can pick up most 
widely-used forms at banks
